Similar notices were posted 
in the sugar section when prices 
for that commodity shot up re- 
cently. When they dropped soon 
afterward, the management plan- 
ned new signs taking credit for 
the unusual policy.

| 1, 17,832 Persons On 
Probation, Parole 


TALLAHASSEE — Probation 
and parole took over the major 
work of regulating state convicts 
in the fiscal yeat just closed, as 
prison populations dropped from 
their all-time high of 8,000 in 1962. 

Roy W. Russell, Chairman of 
the Florida Probation and Parole 
Commission, in a year-end report 
for fiscal year 1962-63, declared 
that there were 7,832 persons on 
probation or parole under the Com- 
mission on June 39, while those 
confined to staté prison numbered 
7,579, 

Convicts in state prison reached 
the 8,000 figure in mid-1962, with 
a waiting list, and at that time the 
Cabinet Budget Commission re- 
leased an emergenty appropriation 
of $123,872 to provide 16 addition- 
al supervisors for the Parole Com- 
mission. This last legislature also 
recognized a need for -expanding 
the Commission's ability to: super- 
vise convicts, says Russell, and 
it authorized 21 additional super- 
visors and two administrative as- 
sistants in this fiscal year and an- 
Other 11 supervisors for the sec- 


ond year of the biennium. The re- 
sult, said Russell, is that parole re- 
leases were stepped up from 1,163 
to 1,280 for this past fiscal year, 
and the number placed on proba- 
tion was increased from 2,322 in 
the preceding fiscal year to, 2,733 
this" past year. 

Russell pointed out that the 
most important part of probation 
and parole is screening out dan- 
gérous offenders who must be con- 
fined in. prison for the protection 
of society, and at the same time 
to give full consideration to those 
who have been convicted of break- 
ing a major criminal law but who 
may safely be returned to their. 
communities under strict regula- 
tion, to earn their own living and 
to provide for their families. It 
costs the Florida taxpayer nearly | 
ten times as much the Russell .re- 
ports states, to confine a person in 


activity in nearly every pë pub- 
lic agency, the commitments to 
prison have dropped in 1963 fiscal 
year to 2,983 from 3,369 the pre- 
vious year.

Alcohlic beverage retailers 
throughout Florida can expect 
visits Thursday from State Bev- 
erage Agents who will check the 
dealers to ascertain a correct in- 
ventory of their stock is being re- 
ported. 

August 1 is the date establish- 
ed by the State Legislature for the 
| beverage dealers to inventory their 
stock prior to opening for busi- 
|ness. An additional tax imposed 
|by the legislature must be paid for 
[all alcoholic beverages on hand at 
|the beginning of the day, accord- 
ing to Richard B; Keating, State 
| Beverage Director, 
| Retailers will’ have until August 
|10 to remit the additional tax’ to 
the State Beverage Department in 
Tallahassee, and Keating warned 
hat the law will be strictly en- 
forced by his department. 

He said administrative charges 
will be filed against any licensee 
violating the provisions of the’ law 
and could lead to the revocation 
or suspension of the license.
